The International Preliminary Examination Report, under § V(2) (see last page), cites as documents 1, 
2 and 3 the foreign patent documents cited in the IDS filed November 25, 2003 and listed in Form PTO-1449 
as foreign patent document AG, AJ and Al, respectively. 

. Moreover, the International Preliminary Examination Report in that same section states: 



None of the documents cited in the ISR describes or suggests a position 
recorder that records position information as encoded. So, the subject matters of 
claims 1-15 and 17-21 appear to be novel and to involve an inventive step. 

None of the documents cited in the ISR describes or suggests the 
technique, in which a terminal is provided with "a decoding section that (1) has 
decoding data for decoding the said encoded position information, and (2) when 
it receives the said position information from the second communication section, 
it decodes the said received position information using the said decoding data." 
So, the subject matter of claim 16 appears to be novel and to involve an 
inventive step. 
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
